— After  9 years  of  war  occupation,  the  first  contingent  of  an  estimated  115,000  Soviet 
troops  pull  out  of  Afghanistan.

— The  $500  million  B-2  Stealth  Bomber,  designed  to  fly  undetected  by  enemy  radar 
is  unveiled  in  California. 

— The  Winter  Olympics  open  in  Calgery,  and  the  Summer  Olympics  in  Seoul. 

— “Flo-Jo,”  Florence  Griffith  Joyner  becomes  the  sensation  of  the  summer  Olympics 
with  her  three  gold  medals  and  her  unique  fingernails. 

— Ben  Johnson  becomes  “the  world’s  fastest  human”  at  the  Summer  Olympics  by 
winning  the  100  meter  dash,  but  loses  his  world  record  and  his  gold  medal  when  tests 
proved  that  he  had  taken  anabolic  steroids. 

— “The  Phantom  of  the  Opera”  opens  in  New  York,  bringing  in  $28  million.  On  its 
opening  day,  tickets  sold  out  for  10  months.

— The  Soviet  Union,  Poland,  Bulgaria,  and  Czechoslovakia  take  large  steps  toward 
democratic  reform. 

— Attempts  at  democracy  in  Panama  are  overthrown.  Noriega  orders  his  men  to 
“beat”  the  opposition  leaders,  literally,  then  claims  victory. 
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— Tiannamen  Square,  China,  fills  with  thousands  of  protesters,  young  and  old, 
demanding  democracy.  Military  forces  enter  the  city,  and  their  advancement  is  met  by 
hordes  of  citizens,  pleading  with  them  to  turn  back.  The  military  proceeds  to  crush  the 
human  barricade,  starting  a bloody  showdown.

— AIDS  victims  are  remembered  in  the  back  of  the  White  House.  Patchwork  quilts 
bearing  the  names  of  people  who  have  died  of  the  virus  covered  an  area  of  fourteen 
acres. 

— Salman  Rushdie  releases  his  book,  “The  Satanic  Verses,”  degrading  Muhammad, 
and  enraging  Ayatullah  Kohmeini.  Rushdie,  a price  on  his  head,  goes  into  hiding. 

— Charles  Stuart  shoots  his  pregnant  wife,  blaming  the  crime  on  a black  gunman.  In  a 
frenzy,  Boston  Police  harrass  local  black  neighborhoods.  The  sad  truth  is  discovered,  but 
not  before  Boston  disgraces  itself  by  what  one  black  leader  called  the  “lynch  mob 
mentality.” 

— Missouri  challenges  the  Supreme  Court  decision  of  Roe  vs.  Wade,  legalizing 
abortion.  In  July,  the  court  upheld  the  state,  reviving  abortion  as  a major  political  issue.

Apologies  are  made  to  the  black  communities,  though  a wave 
of  racism  strikes.  Attempting  to  heal  wounds,  the  parents  and  brother  of  the  late  Carol 
DiMaiti  Stuart  set  up  a scholarship  fund  for  minority  youth. 

The  Soviet  Union’s  internal  distribution  system  begins  to  fail,  and  the  nation  plunges 
toward  poverty  and  starvation.  Shortages  of  basics  such  as  meat,  vegetables,  milk  and 
bread  are  devastating  the  democracy-bound  country. 

— August:  Iraq  invades  oil-rich  Kuwait.  Within  days,  U.S.  military  forces  pour  into  the 
Saudi  desert  at  a rate  of  one  plane-load  per  7 minutes.  By  November,  a quarter  of  a 
million  soldiers  and  reservists  equipped  with  1,000  tanks,  1,500  planes,  and  50  warships 
make  up  “Operation  Desert  Shield.”  Within  4 months,  not  a shot  fired,  the  Gulf  Crisis 
claimed  the  lives  of  45  Americans  in  accidents. 

— The  number  of  AIDS  cases  reported  has  increased  25%  world-wide.  In  Romania,  as 
many  as  half  of  the  children  in  the  clinics  and  orphanages,  under  the  age  of  four,  carry 
the  HIV  virus.  This  outbreak  is  due  to  blood  transfusions  using  unscreened  blood  and 
unsterilized  needles. 
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— For  the  first  time  since  enslaved  by  the  Soviets,  millions  of  Eastern  Europeans  voted 
in  open  elections.  Some  have  a peaceful  experience,  but  elsewhere  in  Romania,  miners 
attack  anti-government  campaign  workers,  beating  some  and  stabbing  others. 

The  200th  anniversary  of  the  census:  Reported  was  245,837,681  American  citizens. 
250,000  to  3 million  were  estimated  to  be  homeless. 

— Earth  Day  is  celebrated  all  over  the  world  to  encourage  environmental  awareness. 

— A string  of  events  stir  up  the  fight  for  censorship  and  the  struggle  to  ban  it.  The  rap 
group  “2  Live  Crew”  and  their  obscene  lyrics  challenge  the  first  amendment  and 
parental  discretion.  Robert  Maplethorpe  creates  much  controversy  with  his  photographic 
exhibits  of  sadomasochistic  and  homoerotic  pictures.  The  Motion  Picture  Association 
created  a new  movie  rating,  NC-17,  no  children  under  17  years  of  age. 

— Mikhail  Gorbachev  wins  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize. 

— Nelson  Mandela,  a symbol  of  South  Africa’s  antiapartheid  movement  is  released 
from  prison  after  27  years,  6 months,  and  one  week. 

— Daniel  Ortega,  leader  of  Nicaragua  for  a decade  of  bloody  civil  war,  is  voted  down, 
making  way  for  Nicaragua’s  new  leader,  Violeta  Barrios  de  Chamorro.
